no other Diſtinction but Bzr1zvers and Unbelievers ; 
requiring no other Qualification for Church-memberſhip, 
but Proofs of a ſaving Acquaintance with the Lord Feſus 
by a lively Faith, productive of Holineſs in Heart and 
Life, and making itſelf more vifible by its Growth; we 
ſhall never be united. e 
Was I call'd to take the Care of a particular Congre- 
gation, I ſhould think it my Duty to receive all to my 
munion that I cou'd find ſufficient Room to hope 
were born of God, though they cou'd not agree with 
me in my Judgment about ſome Externals ; and wou'd 
think in my Duty to give them their Liberty to join with 
any others that ſhou'd appear to be Part of Chriſt's Body: 
And fo, leaving others (that have God among them, 
and are taught of God) to join with me, and Waring 
mine to join with them, is, I think, ſaving ourſelves from 
S hiſin. And I believe want of this Tenderneſs and Love, 
was one great Cauſe of ſo many Sparations, and tis in 
vain to preach up a Catholick Spirit, and Love and 
Union among all, till the Lord has inclin'd every on to 
renounce all Names, and to be dead to his own Party. 
And when our dear Lord will make us humble enough
